NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 473(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
nub-section (1J of section 11 of the Salaries and Allowances 
of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1952), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Ministers (Allowances, Medical Treatment and other 
Privileges') Rules, 1957, namely :—- 

1. These rules may be called the Ministers’ (Allowances, 
Medical Trealment and other Privileges) Amendment Rules 
1980. 

2. In the Ministers’ ( Allowances. Medical Tre"tmcnf md 
other Privileges) Rules, 1957 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules), for rule 9, the following rule shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely :— 

“9. Travel in a Reserved Compartment.—A Minister 

when travelling in a reserved compartment. on 

requisition shall be entitled without payment to 

accommodation for two personal servants and to 
draw daily allowance in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of rule 17.” 


(i) the words “cither" and the brackets and letter “(a)” 

occu ing in the beginning of clause (a) and the 
word “or" occuring at the end of the proviso to 
clause (a) shall be omitted; 

(ii) clause (b) shall be omitted; and 

(iii) in the Note, for the words, brackets and letter “in 

clause (a)”, the words “in this sub-rule” shall be 

substituted. 

5. For rule 17 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely— 

17. Rates of Dally Allowance.—(1) Subject to the pro¬ 
visions of sub-rule (2), a Minister shall be en¬ 

titled to draw daily allowance for the entire period 
of absence from headquarters starting with the de¬ 
parture from headquarters and ending with the 
arrival at the headquarters at the following rates 
namely :— 

(a) a daily allowance of Rs. 30 when he does not 

stay in the Saloon or inspection carriage; and 

(b) a daily allowance of Rs. 15 if he stays in his 

saloon or inspection carriage. 

Explanation—Daily allowance for the entire period of 
absence from headquarters will be regulated as 
follows :— 


Full daily allowance may be granted for each com¬ 
pleted calendar day of absence reckoned from 
mid night to mid-night. For absence from 
headquarters for less than 24 hours, the daily 
allowance will be admissible at the following 
rates :—• 


(a) for absence not exceeding 

6 hours Nil 

(b) for absence exceeding six 

hours but not exceeding 12 70% of 

hours the rate 

('-■) for absence exceeding 12 full daily 

hours allowance 


In case the period of absence from headquarters falls on 
two calendar days, it is recknoncd as two days and D.A. 
is calculated for each as above. Similarly, D.A. for days 
of departure from and arrival at the headquarters will also 
be regulated accordingly. 

(2) For a continuous halt on tour exceeding 30 days, 
dady allowance will be admissible as under :— 


(a) first 30 days 

(b) beyond 30 days 
and up to 180 
days 

(c) beyond 1R0 days

Provided that a Minister whose headquarters are at a 

E lace other than Delhi, may, where he makes a continuous 
alt exceeding 30 days at Delhi and his actual expenses, 
during the period after the first 30 days of such halt ex¬ 
ceeds the limit of allowance admissible to him under (his 
rule, draw for the period aLoresaid such actual expanses on 
certifying to the same but not exceeding the amount that 
would be admissible at the rate of full daily allowance of 
Rs, 30 or Rs, 15 as the case may be. 

6. For rule 24 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“24 Travel in a Reserved Compartment.—A Deputy 

Minister when travelling by railway in a reserved 
compartment on requisition shall be entitled to 
draw daily allowance at the rates for the time 
being admissible to a Central Government servant 
of the first grade.” 

7. Tn rule 25 of the said rules, for the word “incidentals”, 
the words “daily alowance" shall be substituted.
